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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the School Board: 


This, my fourth annual report, covers the year ending 
June 30, 1923. 


ORGANIZATION 


The enrollment of only six seventh and eighth grade 
pupils in the three schools in town rendered impracticable 
the continuance of the junior school at the Mills. 

The resignation of Miss Catherine Mock, teacher of the 
Bashan school, to become teacher of the Davisville school 
in Warner necessitated the only change in the former corps 
of teachers.

ATTENDANCE 


The total school enrollment of Webster children was 
sixty-six. Of this number fifty-three were in the three 
local schools. The remainder were enrolled elsewhere in 
high schools. | 

The total membership of the three local schools was 
17 percent less than that of the previous year. There are 
indications of another decrease fully as large in the fol- 
lowing year. If these conditions are to continue, both 
financial and educational considerations .must sooner or 
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later lead to further consolidation of schools. The problem 
of satisfactory consolidation depends chiefly upon adequate 
and comfortable means of transportation. The ownership 
by the District of its transportation vehicles is the only 
means of insuring these features. 

In spite of the deeply drifted roads the 88.3 percent in 
attendance shows a slight improvement over the 87.7 per- 
cent of last year. In none of the schools should the aver- 
age fall below 90 percent.

HEALTH 


Since the report of last year seventeen corrective treat- 
ments have been secured. 

The following is the report of medical inspection made 
by Dr. L. H. Cogswell in May, 1923.

The number of cases of defective teeth increasingly pre- 
dominates. The report of last year showed that 61 percent 
of the school children were thus handicapped. The report 
given above shows that 90 percent are now at a physical 
disadvantage because of dental defects. This compels me 
to repeat a suggestion of last year; that, if the Red Cross 
Chapter, Community Club or other organization could se- 
cure the services of a dental clinic located within the town 
for even the brief period of two or three days, it would 
render to the community a practical and permanent service. 


INSTRUCTION 

Following the discontinuance of the junior school it has 
been impossible to give adequate place in the seventh and 
eighth grades to junior high school mathematics, science and 
agriculture. There are now no facilities for manual train- 
ing by the boys and for sewing by the girls. By a system 
of school consolidation the two latter subjects could be pro- 
fitably taught as far down as the fifth grade. The junior 
work in language, United States history and civics has been 
continued with success. 

The results from Dearborn tests in elementary reading 
and from the Witham tests in elementary arithmetic and 
geography place the attainment of Webster children in these 
subjcts in favorable comparison with the pupils of similar 
grades in our city schools. However, in attaining these 
results, the teachers have avoided aping the mass methods 
of city schools and have sought ways of stimulating a just 
pride in elevated standards of rural accomplishment. 


CONCLUSION 


I wish to express to the School Board my appreciation 
for the retention of an increasing proportion of experienced 
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and trained teachers. I regret that you were unable to re- 
tain all of the teachers of the previous year. 

To the patience, tact and idealism of the teachers is 
chiefly due the success of your schools.
